Dr. Paul White, Cardiologist, to 
Speak at Meeting 

Is Lecturer at Harvard Med- 
ical School and Student of 
Medical History

Dr. Paul, White, eminent Ameri- 
can cardiologist will address a 
student meeting under the auspices 
of the McGill CAMSI Committee 
tomorrow afternoon at five o'clock 
in the Medical'Assembly Hall. He 
will speak on "The Front Line of 
Cardiology." 

Dr. White ;i head of the Heart 
Senuce at the Ma::sachuicti3 Gen- 
eral Hospital in Boston and a lec- 
turer in Medicine at the Harvard 
University School of Medicine. Be- 
sides being a cardiologist he is a 
keen student of the history of 
medicine and has a fine collection 
of bo'jks or. the discovery of the 
circulation. Dr. White is the author 
of the widely read text book, 
"Heart Disease" which was recently 
completely rewritten for students. 

During the last war Dr. V/hite 
served v.itii the Harvard Base Hos- 
pital No. 6 and after the war served 
.with the Red Cross in Greece. In 
England after the war he worked 
with the eminent cardiologist, Sir 
Thomas Lewis. 

In the summer of 1935 Dr. Lewis 
was invited to give the annual "St 
Cyrcs" Lecture at the National Hos- 
pital for Diseases of the Heart in 
London, England. While in Eng- 
land he was made a member of the 
Royal Society of Medicine. 

Under the title of "The Front 
Line of Cardiology" Dr. White will 
discuss recent advances in this field.

Like the Poli- 
tical Economy Club, the Architec- 
tural faculty and the Engineering 
Building generally have withstooa 
the assault of co-eds, athirst for 
technical knowledge. Now even that 
stronghold has fallen and the agcndsi 
for the next meeting of Ihe Politi- 
cal Econçmy Club has tabled a mo- 
tion permitting the presence of 
women students at its meetings. 

Catherine Chard and Arlcne Scott 
arc the two hardy souls that have 
braved the threat of engineers 
snowballs to pursue theif avowed 
vocation in life.

"The Senate of ^'!:'^':illl Uni- 
versity has learned with In- 
digiiHtion and abhorrence of the 
brutal iutcrI iind imprl.sonment 
ot almost the whole .staff of the 
ancient University of Crncow 
by Ihc German Invaders and 
extends Its sympathy ' to the 
victims of this beastliness aiid 
to their families. 

"We confidently hope that n 
Just peace nmy give back their 
former liberties to the universi- 
ties ot Poland and establish a 
new Europe in which the 
prestige of science and learning 
will be restored and the tradi- 
tions of freedom maintained." 

It is reported here that all 
160 professors of the ancient 
seal of learning were arrested 
:ind mistreated and taken lo a 
German concentration camp. 
Some ot the victims were over 
seventy years ot age. 

The British universities that 
have joined in condemning the 
Nazi action include Cambridge, 
Oxford, St. Andrew's, and 
Queen's at Belfast among 
others.

Bill Powles 
and Frank McNair presented some 
of the views brought to light at 
Ihe World Mission of Christianity, 
a recent conference held in Toronto 
Ht which these students were 
delegates. 

Summarizing the present world 
slluation, Willi its throe major wars, 
"the faults of a faLao .standard of 
International icUitions based on 
greed," Dill Towles stated his con- 
viction that Christianity, actively 
applied, provides the only possible 
solution. In such a solution, he 
concluded, "we must have love for 
hate, understanding for prejudice, 
generosity for crime, peace for 
war." 

Frank McNair, dealing with the 
subject of human brotherhood, 
stressed Ihe o.lucative Influence of 
Clu'isliauity 111 this conncctii.'n he 
iiKiuuMied lliu work of the World 
.Suuleiiu Chiibliaii Federation, ac- 
I'lcxiilcd leader in Uie movement 
toward religious and international 
unity.

So 
we began to get the story of Spain's tra- 
vail, Cliina's sorrow, and Ethiopia's agony 
thrown at us by announcers who thought 
ithey were advertising scented soap or 
breakfast food; we'd almost expect to hear 
at the end of it all a cheery voice inform- 
ing us: "It's stupendous— try it^you'll like 
it". 

Owing to the combined effojts of the 
•advertisers and the broadcasting companies, 
jiewscasts now laial about ten oi' twflxx a 
Jday per station. îso matter whether you're 
yjhaving your morning coffee, lunching 
..{downtown, getting >our liair cut for curl- 
-Ved) , or- refreshing yourself after a show, you 
ÀWon't be at a loss for news. 

Is it all nece.s.-iary? î^lu.-^t you know 
just what Hitler, or Chamberlain, or so- 
and-so, said before their words have liad a 
Xair chance to dih.semiiiatc themselves?

COEDS GET TO STUDY 

CHILDREN IN HOME 

ECONOMICS CLASSES 



Eighteen bright, happy youngster 
less than four years of age serve as 
guinea pigs for home economics stU' 
dents. 

Not that coeds studying home 
making get to do any experiment 
ing on these 18 children enrolled in 
nursery school, but they do get to 
watch them in order that they maj 
get a few pointers on child manage- 
ment. 

Grandmother might boast about 
how she reared a dozen children In 
her spare lime while a young wife 
of today considers it a vocation in 
itself to care for one youngster 
but Miss Hedwig Schaefer, director 
of the nursery school, would side 
in with the young wife. 



'Children in nursery school are 
not taught manners," Miss Schaefer 
said. "We expect them to learn 
that at homr, so we .«iprnd our lime 
teaching llitm to grt along v/ilh 
Mher children." 

Nursery sciiool childrpn, Mi.ss 
Schaefer said, are seldom merely 
average children. Usually they arc. 
by. standard IQ rating, either 
superior or very superior. And this 
makes it difficult for an average 
adult to keep up with one of the 
near-geniuses. 

Children cannot be classified ac- 
cording Ui behavior, and pigeon- 
holed with the formula for each 
situation, Miss Schaefer said. When 
one child clamors that he doesn't 
want his spinach he is merely 
wanting attention, while another 
may actually dislike Popeye's fav- 
orite vrgpt;iblr. 

"Children are more (un than any- 
thing," Miss Schaefer said. "They 
change so often that they make us 
keep on our toes." — Oklahoma 
Daily.
